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Driving TEAM USA to Compete in England in July 


For the first time, United States disabled drivers will compete 
with European teams in a combined driving event. Driving 
TEAM USA, sponsored by the United States Cerebral Palsy 
Athletic Association will travel to Hartbury College in 
Gloucestershire for the 1994 World Championships for Disabled 
Riders, which for the past three years has included a competition 
for disabled drivers. More than a dozen nations will field driving 
teams. 

United States Driving for the Disabled, Inc., founded by Sybil 
Dukehart some years ago, and based in Jarrettsville, MD, has 
been instrumental in assembling and preparing the four drivers 
who will compete as TEAM USA in the event to be held July 21- 
24 insouthwest England. These drivers, selected from a group of 
twelve hopefuls , will meet April 25 for a training session with 
two members of the US Pairs Team that competed at Gladstone 
last year. Keady Cadwell and Gary Stover will work with TEAM 
USA members on skills, and will also brief them on competition 
strategies. 

"International competition is crucial", says Mrs. Dukehart, 
"for it increases the visibility of therapeutic driving, and it 
expands the horizons and capabilities of all disabled drivers." 
This was seconded by a TEAM USA member, Mary Gray, of 
Cumberland, ME, who competes “mainstream” in CDEs but 
found out about driving only after she couldn't compete as a rider 


any longer. Another TEAM USA member, Tom Turner of 
Ruxton, MD, began driving only a short while ago, although he 
says, “I was around horses in my youth." (He's all of 37 now.) 
“TIm paraplegic, and I only found out about driving from a 
wheelchair by luck. I think it's the greatest!" He added that it 
would be exciting in July to see how everyone else does it. 

Gray and Turner will be joined by Cindy Goff of Lexington, 
KY and Rebecca Merritt of Chalfont, PA. Four coaches will 
accompany the drivers to England: Mary Alice Goss (NJ), Sally 
Stump (PA), Mary Woolverton (CO) and Audrey Bostwick 
(PA). Mickie Bowen (PA) will serve as Chef d'Equipe. 

It's clear from watching the drivers that they are not “DIS- 
abled.” They are, in fact, extraordinarily “ABLED.” By anyone’s 
standards, many drive well. Many compete without special 
allowances. Many care for their own animals and vehicles, with 
and without assistance, just like the rest of us. All have a courage 
and enthusiasm that is an inspiration. I hope that ADS members 
will give their support to this special TEAM USA as it journeys 
to represent our “disabled” drivers for the first time in a full scale 
CDE.

Combined Driving Notes 


by Holly Pulsifer 

At the Combined Driving Forum in Washington, D.C., I 
proposed that we develop rules for HORSE DRIVING TRIALS 
which would be similar to ridden Horse Trials. They would 
require less time, money, space and volunteers to organize than 
a 3 day event. Your comments are welcome on the following 
ideas: 

A HORSE DRIVING TRIAL usually taking place on one or 
two days, consists of Dressage, followed by the Marathon or 
Cones, in either order. The Marathon is only one section - E, up 
to 10 km. long. The number of horses that a competitor may enter 
and drive is at the discretion of the Organizer. 

Levels of competition that may be offered at a Horse Driving 
Trial: 

* Advanced: Advanced Dressage Tests; Marathon: 8-10 km; 6- 
7 Obstacles; slopes; 2.5 m. gates; narrow options; Cones: 20-30 
cm at 230 mpm. 

*Intermediate: Intermediate Dressage Tests; Marathon 6-8 
km.; 6-7 Obstacles; slopes; 2.5 m. gates and narrower options; 
Cones 30-35 cm. at 220 mpm. 

*Preliminary: Preliminary Dressage Tests; Marathon 4-6 km.; 
4-6 Obstacles; 2.5 m. gates; Cones 40-45 cm. at 200 mpm. 

"Training: Training Dressage tests; Marathon under 4 km. 3- 
4 Obstacles; 3 m. gates and routes; Cones 45-50 cm. at 180 mpm. 

TWO DAY EVENTS are designed as preparatory competi- 
tions for Three Day events. They provide experience for competi- 
tors and horses in the longer Marathon Test. However, by 
scheduling the Cones Phase before the Marathon, and by using 
shorter distances, the stress on the horse is reduced. A 2-DAY 
DRIVING EVENT consists of Dressage and Cones on the first 
day, followed by a Marathon. Specifications are the same as for 
Horse Driving Trials at the equivalent level, but the Marathon 
introduces a moderate phase A and B. Unless the number of 
entries makes the scheduling feasible, a competitor may not drive 
more than one horse in a Two-Day Event. The following levels 
of competition may be offered at a Two-Day Event: 

*Intermediate 

*Preliminary 

3 DAY DRIVING EVENTS consists of three distinct tests, 
taking place on separate days during which the competitor drives 
the same horse throughout and may only compete with one entry. 
The marathon is between 16 and 27 km. with 7-8 Obstacles. 
Levels offered are: 

* Advanced 

*Intermediate 


What If? 


A whip and his three passengers are on an organized pleasure 
drive and is surprised by an unexpected stream or water which the 
organizer had failed to mention. The stream had to be crossed in 
order to continue the drive. The horse had never crossed water. 

What if — 

* The horse does his best to avoid crossing the water? 
* The horse decided to jump the stream? 

And what if - 

* After crossing the stream, the horse unexpectedly takes 
the rather steep bank out at a rather sharp angle?

“What If" continued 
Comments by James Laird: One of the main considerations a 


whip should have is that his horse should be prepared for almost 
anything when it goes off the farm. One of the main problems for 
horses is water. Practice at home before you leave to get your 
horse ready. I have seen all these situations occur and all of them 
needa lot of prayers, if you haven't made your horse comfortable 
with puddles and streams. 

If your horse tries to avoid getting his feet wet, get your groom 
orother halfto try to lead your horse into the stream. Oncehis feet 
are wet, he will usually go on. 

If he decides to jump, try to stop him, but if he does jump, hope 
for no broken traces, shafts or wheels. 

If he stops and paws in the middle, keep him going with your 
voice and whip. He will end up getting you just as wet as himself 
if you let him do it for long. 

If your horse goes up the bank at the wrong angle, first try to 
stop and get him back into the stream before he goes up over the 
top and you and your guests are on the ground and he is long gone. 
I have seen many drivers trot their horses through the water. I 
think this is unsafe. A slow walk is sufficient and gives the driver 
time to counter what the horse might do.

W.H.I.P. 


(The Who/What, How, Information, 
Problems, column)

Dear W.H.I.P., 

І am organizing an event for our driving club and am putting 
together the premium. I have heard about “house rules” but I 
don't really know what that means. Руе been involved in the 
organizing before but this is the first time Руе put together a 
premium. What are they (house rules) and do I need to use them? 

Also, I want to be sure to allow mules to compete in our CDE 
without having to go hors de concours. I know the rules don't 
allow that right now, but we have a couple of competitors that 
drive mules. How should I handle this?

Dear Event Organizer, 

Your second question about allowing mules can be handled 
through the use of *house rules" as well as the new general rule 
(Article 14.6) I will now go into some detail about house rules. 

House rules are rules that the event organization creates for that 
specific event. If certain conditions exist that are not covered by 
the ADS rules, it can be taken care of with house rules. For 
example, a CDE marathon is using county dirt roads. Working 
with county officials, the event found it did not have to have 
police traffic control provided they (the carriages) do not create 
traffic jams and that each carriage has a slow moving vehicle 
sign. This event created a house rule that stated the following: 
*Slow moving vehicle signs are required on all entries on the 
marathon. No entry will be allowed to start on the marathon 
without a SMV sign under penalty of elimination." This event 
also made sure there were a couple of extra signs available that 
competitors could either buy or rent for the marathon. 

In your case, you could create a rule that specifically allows 
mules. For instance, it could possibly say: “Mules are encouraged 
to compete at this event. They should enter the appropriate horse 
or pony division based on their height." This rule could be used 
by both a CDE and a pleasure show. Special rules for miniature 
horses can also be used to allow them to compete. 

The biggest thing to remember about house rules, whether they 
are fora CDE or for a pleasure show isto be sure that they promote 
safety. If there is a penalty for not following the rule, be sure to 
state that in the rule. In some cases, it might be wise to enhance 
the text to draw the competitor’s eye to it and “force” them to read 
it. Itcanalso help to include another copy of the house rules in the 
competitor's packets. 


Safety Tip 


When in attendance at an organized driving function it would be very unlikely you would get through an entire day without needing to 
pass, or being passed by another vehicle. If you have a problem with your horse when another vehicle comes around there are a few things 
you should consider. 

First, and most important you should work on correcting the problem before planning on driving with a group. Now there are some horses 


who may not relax in a group regardless of your preparation. Also it could be difficult to work on a problem such as this if there aren't any 
other drivers who live in your area. In any event you should try to stay aware of where you are in the group and try to keep your horse in 
a position he will work comfortably in. If he doesn't like to be passed you shouldn't place him in or near the front of a group. 

When put in a situation that requires you to pass another vehicle you should choose a spot where there is ample room for both carriages. 
Call out to the vehicle you are going to pass, letting them know which side you intend to come around. When they have their animal well 


in hand and have acknowledged, PASS WITH CARE
